Do you feel slightly persecuted in your ham 
radio interest lately? Try to get a amplifier 
for dx on ten! Remember how the FCC took 
away Novice calls, and now club and specia’ 
event calls due to work overload. 


Now I have to pay more because the com- 
mercial amplifier has to go through Type 
Acceptance. Now the callsigns are revamped 
so it might change each time you upgrade; or 
to keep anolder call you might have to upgrade, 
MORE incentive licensing. Now the sabers are 
rattling about phone patches and overseas QSOs 
that have been on the questionable side of the 
rule. Well, it was the amplifier docket that 
really pulled my cork! Why am I taking the 
rap and becoming responsible for the uses and 
abuses in another radio service and the illegal 
occuption of spectrum between the cb and ten 
meter ham band.

A recent issue of QST reports the lengthy 
and detailed process necessary to find twovery 
inventive abusers of a repeater system in Nev 
Orleans. It was not someone with a stolen ri; 
and disturbed mind. Both were licensed hams, 
one for a long time. 

The May QST reports the FCC removal of 
licenses of the leader of the illegal ''whiskey 
club''. At last, I thought, perhaps without lead- 
ership it has a chance to get cleaned up. Sure, 
they lifted the cb license, in addition to his call 
WB@RIN. 

How long can such a list be? Nowit becomes 


apparent why we keep getting dragged into this 
mess.

How to get your 5-year 
Novice Ticket 


The editors of HR REPORT for May 12, 1978 
bring up an important point about the new FCC 
rule resulting from Docket 20282, and effective 
May 15, 1978. "Present Novice License hold- 
ers must realize the new five year Novice 
license terms are not retroactive - their license 
still expire in two years on the expiration date 
they bear and must be renewed with Form 610 
-"' (for the additional three years). Further 
"ex-novices whose licenses expired less than 

year ago will be eligible to apply for rein- 
statement - - -, This means any former Novice 
whose license expired after May 15, 1977, can 
submit a Form 610 on orafter this May 15, but 
within one year of his original expiration date, 
when the new provisions become effective, and 
regain his license for a full five years - with- 
out taking an exam,"' 

If you or a relative or friend know of a ex- 
novice who failed to upgrade in time under the 
old rule, be sure to get this information to 
them. You just might add another to our grow- 
ing ranks.
